It has- recently been contended that 
the cost of the electric light is greater 
than that of gas, but Mr. Sawyer, 
joint inventor of the Sawyer-Mann 
light, comes to the rescue and asserts 
that the calculations resulting in this 
contention are based solely on the 
Jablochkoff light or some other 
which consumes carbon and requires 
the services of an attendant. Had the 
calculations been made on an incandes- 
cent light or one in which carbon does 
not waste the results, it, is claimed, 
would have been diflerent. By in- 
candescenco a light equal to twelve 
five-foot gas jets for each horse power 
employed in generating it can bo ob- 
tained. The twelve lights, which 
would bo equal to 60 cubic feet of gas, 
cost in New York 4 1-5 cents. The 
light obtained by incandescence is finer 
and softer than that of gas and the loss 
by subdivision which occurs is pre- 
cisely the same as the loss caused by 
dividing a fixed voiurao of gas 
amongst several burners. But whilst 
the cost of sixty cubic feet of gas to 
the Now York companies is 4 1-5 cents 
the one-horso power which gives an 
equivalent of light can be furnished at 
the rate of one cent per hour. The 
cost of electricity is thus one-fourth 
that of gas. But forty per cent, of 
the gas turned into the mains is wast- 
ed, making gas cost si.'C cents per CO 
cubic feet before the consumer gets it, 
and thus the electric liglit is only one- 
sixth of the cost of gas, counting only 
the bare expense of manufacturing it. 
Compared with tiie New York retail 
pricerrS2.40 per thousand — which the 
consumer has to pay, the electric light 
ia only one-fourteenth part the price 
of gas. Pursuing the comparison, it is 
contended that electric light furnished 
by one-horse power, if concentrated in 
one lamp, will give light equal to 180 
feet of ;^i^?th"usfiniaking electricity 
cost le.s3' than bne-twelfth the actual 
cost of gas to the maker, and less than 
one-forty-third the cost to the consum- 
er. The point, tliereforo, on which 
the future of the electric light seems 
to hinge is one involving the question, 
Can large engines bo maintained at 
central stations for the distribution of 
power1^,^Mr.; Sawyer asserts that they 
cari| and proposes to prove his state- 
ment by entering upon a competitive 
test with the gas companies. It is 
thought, however, that the light will 
come into general use by individuals 
adopting the incandescent lamp, and 
that subsequently it will extend to sec- 
tions of streets, factories, offices, etc., un- 
til its adoption becomes univer.sal.

At Nottingham Assizes, before Lord 
Chief Justice Coleridge, tiie Rev. R. 
F. Griffiths, Baptist minister, and W. 
Hugh Stevenson, his solicitor, were 
ciinrged with having libelled the Rev. 
Fred. Rcll, tho American singing 
preacher. Seven Imvri.sters were en- 
gaged in the case, including i\rr. Wad- 
dy, Q. C, who had been i-etained for, 
Mr. Bell at 150 guineas. Mr. Bell, 
when staying on a preaching visit in 
Nottingham, acted immorally, it is 
said, towards the servant of his host. 
As Mr. Bell continued preaching in tho 
town, the Rev. Mr. Grifliths, assisted 
by his solicitor, published a handbill, 
not only making the above-named 
charge, but also stating that while Mr. 
Bell was officiating as minister of a 
chapel in Brooklyn, America, he acted 
immorally with a member of his con- 
gi-egation. All these charges Mr. Bell 
denied. Hence the present action. 
There.were a.number of witnesses in 
court, two of whom wore from 
Ameiica, and had been brought 
to England by tiio defence to show that 
the American charges were not with- 
out foundation. When Jlr. Waddy 
was about to oj)en the proceedings his 
Lordship said that unless the prosecu- 
tor withdrew many of the adnlissions 
which he made in cross-examination at 
the police court he should direct the 
jury to find'a verdict of "not guilty," 
As Mr. Waddy could not adriso his 
client to withdrav.' what he had admit- 
ted when under cross-examination, his 
Lordship advised the jury to find a 
verdict, of "not guilty," saying that ho 
wduld'not have the time of the court 
wasted, seeing that tho prosecutor's 
own conduct showed that the defen- 
dants were justified in doing what they 
had done, and that they had done it 
for tho public benefit. The jury re- 
turned a verdict accordingly, the re- 
sult being that the prosecutor will pay 
tho costs.

■ .r-Mr. . ; Druinmond presented u report 
from the Select Committeo apointed to in- 
quire into tho progress of tho coflerdam, 
regretting that nu vi\lid excuse had oc- 
curred for tho prolonged delay in this 
matter and stating that a largo number 
of condemned piles had been used, and 
that throughout negligence had been tho 
rule instead of the oxcoption. Tho com- 
mitteo considered that the Govornmont 
should, as far as possible, enforce tho cori- 
dilioiis of tho contract. 
Ordered to be printed. 

RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom, in answer to Mr. 
Mara, said the Government had no fur- 
ther information on this subject. 
auiTLY. 

The House then went into committuo 
^ith Mr. Galbraith in the chair. . ' 

"Graving dock, §40,220.68. 

Mr. Vernon said ho had thwught that 
the whole blame of tho delay in building 
the dam would be thrown on him, but 
had been agreeably surprised by tho re- 
port of tho committee. When he referred 
to tho fact that the report had not been 
submitted he did bo becaiise he felt it was 
an overnight. He would have liked tho 
supplementary report to havo been hand- 
ed in before this vote came on. 

Hon, Mr. Wulkem stated that it would 
only contain a statement that the con- 
tractor would like to bo examined, 

Mr. Vornon said he certainly thought 
the conti-actor should bo examined. From 
information lie had received he was of 
opinion that no rotten piles had been used 
and the charge against the contractor was 
most unfair. No Government should al- 
low such charges to be made and not giro 
the contractor a hearing. Ho considered 
it was a serious error in allowing two con- 
tracts, one for tho coflerdam a"d ono for 
the graving dock, to bo lot. Tho coffer- 
dam, when completed, would be ontiroly 
different from that proposed by Messrs. 
Kinipple & Morris, for their plans had 
beeiUfound almost .useless. The dredger 
sujpplied by Messrs. Kinipple & Morris 
was found to be unsuitable and he was of 
opinion that the work could not have 
been completed in two years. Messrs. 
Kinipple & MoitIs had also recommended 
the purchase of cement and now their en- 
gineer recommends its sale or it will bo 
useless. The Government had stopped 
payment, but this thoy had no right to do 
by tho terms of tho contract, which said 
"they shall pay 80 per cent, as the work 
progresses and 70 per cent, on material." 
Vet'Only tho otlior day, when a voucher 
was'presonted, signed by the engineer, 
payment was refused and in . consequonco 
of this bo believM.-aUaw;Buit'i was now 
pending between the contractor and tho 
Finance Minister. Ho considered the ques- 
tion should bo decided by arbitration. 
The engineers had not been as careful 
. abouti this matter as thoy might havo been. 
-..■ •:Hpn. Mr. Walkem said tho hon. gentle- 
man* was .studying the -interests of the 
conjtrao^gra'ratM thpao of tho Gov- 
emriierit of the country. Messrs. Kinipple 
& Morris' only object in taking this work 
was that they might introduce their work 
to the Admiralty with a view to their 
ultimately employing them to build their 
docks. The work on tho cofferdam, ho 
contended, should have been finished long 
before this even in spito of tho extra work 
which had been done. According to tho 
terms of tho contract the contractor was 
bound to assure himself that tho specifica- 
tions were correct before he was bound by 
that^.a£|reement. Yet no notice had 
over '^bdeii' given that the spejifica- 
tions were not correct. The engineer 
had stated positively that due caro had 
not been taken to proceed with the woik. 
The cement was not useless, though at tho 
same time it might not bo as strong and 
would not settle as quickly as when new. 
The charge as to some of tho piles being 
rotten was perfectly correct and the bad 
ones could bo pointed out to anyone. Mr. 
Bennett condemned them, but they were 
afterwards taken and used at tho shore 
ends. Tho only reason he could see for 
the attack on the Government was be- 
cause they had stopped further payment 
on tho work. In refemng;ta-the exten- 
sion of time he contended that if the 
second application had not been granted 
the contractors would have been liable 
for 8100 a week and that would havo paid 
for the decay of the comont. Tho late 
Chief Commissioner was greatly to blame 
for the delay in construction. At present 
there was no just cause for tho stoppage 
of this work by the contractors who were 
now making themselves liable for §100 a 
week. The whole thing was a disgrace to 
the PMvinco. , . , , ," 

l^ixj.l'VV.mon said he had takerilnbi par- 
tioular person's side on this question, and 
the report would show this. The second 
extension of time wai recommvnded hj 



the resident engineer, and almost tho last 
act of his ^Mr.V.) was to ask the . advice 
of the engmeer and he bad d then given 
the contractor instructions in acccroimce 
therewith. He had invariably consulted 
the engineer and had at times not seen 
Mr. Dawson almost for months. As for 
the rotten pUcs he still contended that 
the contractor should be examined and 
that if piles were rotten it was most de- 
cidedly the fault of the resident engineer 
whose duty it was to see that the work 
was done correctly. If these piles were 
rotten then ho should havo pulled them 
up; but ho thought that accusation was 
worthless as he considered the engineer 
know his duty and would not allow any 
such fraud to take placo. 

Hon, Mr. Walkem considered tho con- 
tractors liad been most leniently, dealt 
with and could see no reason why the 
work should not bo gone on with at once. 

Mr. Holgesen said that tho late Chief 
Commissioner was entirely responsible 
for the delay in construction of the 
dock and contended that immediately an 
extension^bf itiino was granted tho con- 
tractors *<wit1ioul their bondsmen being 
consulted the latter wero released from 
their obligations. Ho accused tho late 
Commissioner of screening and favoring 
tho contractor to tho detriment of tho 
country and assorted that tho contractor 
had not employed half tho force on tho 
works that he could have done. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys characterized 
tlie expendituro on tho dock under the 
Elliott Govornmont as scandalous and 
disgraceful. In'tho army and navy such 
an expenditure would bo regarded as a 
criminality imd a penalty would attach to 
it. Had the contractors paid tho Chief 
Commissioner a fee to advocate their 
cause on tho floor of the House ho could 
not havo represented their interests bet- 
ter. 

Mr. Drununond believed tho piles in 
the cofferdam wore rotten because thoy 
had been driven three yeai-s. Ho was 
confident 5rom what he learnt from the 
resident endneerthat the work had not 
boon carried on satisfalotorily. 

Mr. Vernon said it was strange that 
supporters of tho Government ono after 
another condemned their own ofli- 
cer. It was tho duty of tho resident 
engineer to see that tho piles wero in 
good condition when driven. If they 
were rotten the engineer would havo ob- 
jected to them, and if they were driven 
in his absence ho would quickly havo or- 
dered thorn out again. Tho greater por- 
tion of the expenditure on tho dock dur- 
ing his tenure of office was for obUgations 
incurred by tho late Government which 
the EUiott Government .were, in honor 
bound :;t'oi;meet.-jftTlieirjf^ was on 
record atid it' wo lild be seen that they in- 
herited a heavy indebtedness from the 
Walkem Government. 

Mr. Williams gave tho Govornnient 
groat credit for stopping payments on the 
dock and would not favor giving the con- 
tractors a single do.y'a graco. ^.The coffer- 
dam ought to^Kay6'jljeM.^i:huiKSih six 
months, and if Eeed Bros, could not com- 
plete their contract lot them forfeit it and 
some ono else take tho work in hand. 

Mr. Smithe said that the Government 
were making a big cry about the coffer- 
dam contractor to divert public attention 
from the real question. It was the old 
trick of drawing a herring across the trail 
of tho fox. Nothing had as yet been ac- 
tually lost in tho delay in completing the 
work and if it were finished to-morrow 
the contractors would be responsible for 
its good condition fur a period of four 
years from data. Tho resident engineer 
was tho responsible party if rotten piles 
had been driven, and it was unfair to at; 
tempt to shift that responsibility to the 
shoulders of any Chief Commissioner. A 
fierce attack had been made on his late 
colleague (Mr. Vernon) but he, as a mem' 
ber of the Elliott Government, had car- 
ried out the'arrangements made by tho 
Walkem Government as he was in honor 
bound to do. If ho had not done so ho 
would have boon open to consuro, Thy 
interest on money expended on machinery 
and cement five years before thoy wore 
required represented tho lorgo sum of 
oieT.^SpopiiKr, annum. The late Walkom 
Governmeiit'werd entirely responsible for 
this loss as also for letting the contract 
for the cofferdam alone, instead of for tlio 
whole work. Tho purchase of tho cement 
should have boon left to the contractor 
for tho dock. The sums paid for interest 
on machinery and cetnont and for storage 
of the latter, added;"0; 'the rd^Siibra^ 
in value of the'" cement Vejpresented in 
round figures no less than §30,000 or 
§40,000 for which tho country got abso- 
lutely nothing. It was true the cofferdam 
contract had not proceeded with that vigor 
which it should havo done, but if tho El- 
liott Government ought to have had the 
cofferdam built in six months why should 
not tho present Govornmeiit ' also ? Tlioy 
had been in office now some nine months 
and all they had done was to stop p.iy- 
ment, which he contended was not at all 
calculated to hasten tho fulfilment of tho 
contract. Tho result of tho step proved 
this. What had they done to obtain tho 
$250,000 from, Canada? Absolutely no- 
thing, and for the reason as thoy alleged 
that their hands wero tied by the separa- 
tion petition passed last session and thoy 
could not make a move without being 
placed in an absurd position. If hon. 
gentlemen, and particularly the member 
for Esquimau, (Mr. Helgesen) would read 
tho dock correspondence published in last 
year's sessional papers, they would aco 
that the lato Govcrnmenthad left no stone 
unturned to obtain the necessary funds 
from Canada and England to enable them 
to carry to completio.n tho main work — 
tho dock itself, the cofferdam being only 
a small, preliminary undertaking. The 
claims of the Province had been so well 
and so forcibly argued in that correspon- 
dence that they were unanswerable, and 
neither tho Dominion nor tho Imperial 
Government had attempted to assail the 
position taken and this Government had 
adopted it. He repeated the Elliott Gov- 
ornmont had pushed tho dock question 
vigorously, but what, ho would ask, had 
the present Government done? They wero 
helplessly drifting along on this as thoy 
were on the railway question, and not 
only had they not done anything, but 
.scorned incapable of ■doing\¥anything. 
(Hear, hear). Tho cofferdam would bo 
useless unless tho greater work, the dock, 
in the completion of which the whole 
Province was interested, wero to be com- 
menced. Hon. members opposite, how- 
ever, did not seem to know the difference 
between a cofferdam and dry dock and 
the junior member for Victoria, city had 
said that immediately the former was 
finished Esquimalt harbor would bo full 
of ships requiring repairs. As a matter 
of fact the cofferdam by itself would bo of 
no practical value to the Province. Yet the 
Government placed the sum of $40,220 for 
its completion without taking any steps 
whatever or putting a dollar on the esti- 
mates, which wero for 18 months, to en- 
able them to commence the dock. 

After further debate, during which tho 
leader of the Government stated he would 
place a Graving Dock scheme before the 
House' in a few days^ the coioimitteei iosb 
and the House adjourned till JViday at 2 
p.ia. 



Eepbrt of the ^ater Wottn Com> 
aittee. 



To ihe^ Mayor aiid CmincU: — 

Your Water Works Committeo in com- 
pliance with a resolution passed at a meet- 
ing of the Council on the 12th of Februa- 
ry to report its views as to the best means 
that can bo adopted for supplying the City 
with pure water, beg to report that they 
havo visited the works at tho lake to got 
all information possible regarding tho 
efficiency of the works, and the best me- 
thod of obtaining a plentiful supply of 
pure water. Much time and money" has 
been spent on the filters to improve them 
and for some time past thoy have been 
comparatively in good working order, but 
the filthy state of the water last auram'er 
proves their inaufBciency, and without 
some decided change is made the same 
unsatisfactory state of matters will con- 
tinue to exist. 

Your Committee would recommend that 
tho pipes bo extended to Elk Lake at 
once, the supply to be drawn from deep 
water in that Isie;; and it would be a mat- 
ter for consideration whether tho water 
would pass through tho filters or not and 
on tho authority of competent parties re- 
garding tho practicability of extending 
the pipes with a cortainty of obtaining 
pure water, tho probable cost of making 
tho connection with 12 or 14-inch width 
pipo would bo about $6000. Considering 
tho exorbitant amount of money that has 
been spent on the works already, wo 
think tho above sum would bo wisely and 
judiciously .spent to improve their cciudi- 
tion. ^ 

Your Committeo would furtlier renew 
and urge their former recommendation 
for you to appoint a practical man as Wa- 
ter Commissioner competent to take tho 
full control and managoiiiont of tho works. 
Thoy would liavo boon in a more efliciont 
state had tliey boon intrusted to such a 
ono at first and at considerable less coat, 
tho cash and books to remain in charge 
of Mr. RuasoU as at present, for thoy 
could not bo in. bettor hands. Last week 
about ten feet of the wall behind tho iil- 
tor-beds gave way, making tho two into 
ono, and this week the east w.all has also 
given way, and the wall on tho south side 
IS cracked badly. Tlie filters had to bo 
emptied, and at present the town is sup- 
plied with water direct fi-om tho lake. The 
more we seo and know of tho works tho 
more wo are convinced of tho necessity of 
appointing a lice man to take charge.

A Mystebious Shot. — The Portland 
Oregonian says that at about 8 o'clock on 
Saturday evening a pistol was discharged 
in the vicinity of . the . Bank , of British 
North lA^mefica,^whiohil8ituata!^net^ 
comer of First and Pino streets, aiid tho 
leaden messenger sent crashing through 
tho plate glass in tho front door. The 
ball struck the glass about four foot above 
tho side.valk, and ^ranging;- back pierced 
tho glass partition'l^wviding the offtco 
from the counting room, spme 60 feet 
from the front. The ball was about the 
size of a buckshot, and in its passage 
through tho plaie glass broko out quite a 
largo piece. Who fired tho shot, or tho 
object prompting tho individual, is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. It may have been tho 
result of an accident, but it is more likely 
the shot was discharged through a spirit 
of pure devilishncsa by some drunken fel- 
low who happened to bo passing. No ono 
in that vicinity heard the report of the 
pistol, so it must havo been fired soon af- 
ter tho arrival of tho steamer, the rush 
and noiBe of passing vehicles drowning 
the noise. ' Officer Sheehan passed 
around on his beat shortly after 8 o clock, 
and on trying the door discovered tho 
break in tho glass. There was a report 
in circulation on the streets yesterday to 
the effect that an unsuccessful attempt 
had been made to enter the bank. Tliore 
is no foundation whatever for the rumor, 
the mysterious shot having given rise to 
it. 

Old Victorians Swindled at San 
Fhancisco. — When tho Dupont street 
commission was organized it was neces- 
sary to issue certificates of indebtedncaa 
by means of which, instead of cash pay- 
ment, work was to bo carried on. On July 
11, 1876, certificate No. 24 was issued to 
H. S. Tibbey, secretary of the commis- 
sion, in the sum of §15, for stationery 
procured for tho use of tho commission. 
On tho 13th of August of tho same j'ear 
certificate No. 23, for §58, was issued to 
Tibbey for somo further small indebted- 
ness. It has now been discovered that 
Tibbey raised the above certificates to 
§15,000 and 85,800, respectively, sold 
them to Sutro & Co., brokers, and that 
the raised certificates were redeemed by 
tha commission by warrants on the city 
treasury duly. paid on July G, 1877.

Alaska. 

The U. S. war steamer Alaska, Captain 
George Bro^Ti, an-ived from San Fran- 
cisco at an early hour yesterday morning, 
having experienced tempestuous weather 
the entire paiisago. The Alaska loft Sau 
Francisco on Saturday morning at day- 
light. Tho morning was foggy and on 
leaving port pleasant weather was antici- 
pated. .The sea outside tho Bay, however, 
was very , heavy, with southerly winds. 
After the first part of the day the ship 
wont iinder canvas, as tho sea increased 
in roughness — tho ship, an easy sailing 
vessel — rolling 33 degrees, and upon sev- 
eral occasions on tho third and fourth 
days ahe rolled 44 degrees. The i-ainfall 
was incessant, and tho sun was not seen 
and no observations were had for four 
days. On Tuesday afternoon, about four 
o'clock, when some 80 milessuuth of Capo 
Flatteiy tlie ship was struck by a south- 
easterly galo which ragod with almost un- 
exampled fury for 18 hours. Tha ship 
hove to till the galo had abated, when the 
sum broke through tho clouds and an ob- 
servation was taken. The steamer faced 
tho gale with sufiicient steam and canvas 
to enable her to ride head on. No acci- 
dent occurred; but Captain Brown's pru- 
dence in laying to was most oonunendablo. 
Tho glass fell tu 29:34, and everything 
moveable on tho ship was displaced. 
Several seas boarded tho ship and ono 
invaded tho cabin. The Alaska was pilot- 
ed up -by! Captain Oolby, fonnerlj; of tho 
bark Don Nicholas, and will ho piloted to 
Sitka by Mr. Keano, formerly of tho 
Woluott. Tho Ala.ska is 11 .screw corvette 
of 2400 tons, and cirrics 300 officers and 
mon, 12 heavy guns, four howitzers and 
two gatlings, Yesterday she took on 
board coal at tho Navaly.ard for the use 
of the Oliver Wolcott, now at Sitka, and 
sailed at four o'clock this morning to re- 
lieve tho Osprey. 

A divi.iiou of tho Garrison Artillery, 
under command of Capt. Dupont, at 4 p.m. 
yesterday from the Maoauloy Point bat- 
tery saluted tJio American Hag with 21 
guns, .'the number fired by tho U. S. 
corvotto' Alaslia as a salute to the British 
fiag in the morning. Simultaneously with 
tho firing of tho first gun from Macauley 
Point tho American fliig was hoisted on 
tho flagstaff at H. M. Dockyard. At tho 
conclusion of tho firing Mr. Jiiatico Gray, 
addressing the ofiicers and men, expressed 
his high'^ap^biationl of manner in 
which the men had '^served tho guna, the 
regularity of tho firing and the general 
soldiery bearing, discipline and appearance 
of the corps. He referred to tho short 
tinio the battery had been organized and 
tho limited means at its command as com- 
pared with a battery in the regular service 
with which to i)erfect its . training, and 
added that, speaking as an old officer of 
thirty years' experience, he coilld only 
express surpriso at the efficiency to which 
they had attained. He pointed out th.it 
a high compliment had boon paid tho bat- 
i;«ry in being called upon, as in this in- 
stance, to return a national salute and 
urged submission to discipline as neces- 
sary to tlie maintenance of tho prestige of 
tho battery. Tho odicors of the Alaska 
expressed tlicmsclves surprised at tlio ex- 
cellence of the firing by a vohmteor corps.

Mr. R. Smith said Ijo had been en- 
gaged to defend tho prisoner Sliields, but 
after an explanation with Mr. Robertson 
la.st night Mr. Eberts would act. 

Mr. Eberts appeared for tho prisoners, 
and in answer to tho magistrate stated 
that his clionta consented to bo tried 
summarily and pleaded guilty to the 
charge as set forth in tliednformation and 
threw themselves on ' thb mercy of tho 
court. 

His Honor said this was a most serious 
caseandono which if proved in the Supreme 
Court would in all probability send the 
prisonera to the penitentiary for two or 
three years. 

Mr.vEbusfts'cialled the magistrate's at- 
tention to tho fact that Clyde was under 
15 years of age and could be punished 
under the juvenile offenders' act. 

His Honor .said ho had considered this. 
Ho was glad that tho prisoners had 
thought fit to plead guilty to this charge 
as ho believed other charges could bo 
brought against thoni, as thoy had stolen 
powder, shot, moat, tobacco, toa, sugar, 
in fact, several tons of goods. Each of 
them had a good homo but neglected it, 
and ho was aorry to think that this arose 
from reading those dime novels. He was 
glad to say most of tho property had been 
recovered and ho thought that would sat- 
isfy thoae from whom they had taken it. 
In view of tho very serious nature of tho 
chargo he would consult with Jlcssra. 
McLean and JIcIMilhui, J. P.'s, whom 
he had asked to be present, and would 
render judgment.: at, 11 a.m. to-morrow. 
He considered parents in many instances 
wero very much to blame for the conduct 
of their children as it was their duty to 
keep them in order and not allow them to 
roam about tho streets at all hours of tho 
night, smoking and even drinking. The 
money thus spent thoy did not earn, but 
iu all probability stole. He was surry to 
SCO boys with good, roapectablo parents 
brought into such disgrace. They should 
have known better and endeavored to as- 
sist their parents in every way and not 
try to bring their grey hairs in sorrow to 
the grave. The stolen property might be 
removed at once by the rightful o^vner3. 

The Court then adjourned.

Irish patriot Thomas Francis Raines, 
in the name of the anti-Mongolian 
league. A band was present. Raines 
appeared on tho stand accompanied by 
an ex-Democratic politician, D, M. 
Manning, and carrying in his hand a 
Japanese sword. He called the meet- 
ing to order and was received with a 
storm of hisses, cats-calls, etc., from the 
crowd, who were evidently there on a 
lark. Showers of sand wero thrown at 
him and when he waved his sword for 
order, a howl of derision followed. 
Manning then made an attempt to read 
some resolutions, the gist of which was 
an attack on Wm. Wellock and lauda- 
tory of the Chronida for'opposing him. 
Every time the reader opened his 
mouth he got a liandful of sand in his 
teeth. Jumping from the platform, ho 
sailed in for a free fight, in the course 
of which one or two pistols were drawn 
and Manning was marched off by a 
policeman and set at liberty when out 
of reach of the crowd. Raines then at- 
tempted to continuo the meeting but 
the crowd stormed the stand and tore 
the phitform down and tackled Raines. 
Ho beat them ofi'with his sword until 
the police in turn took him off, a hoot- 
ing crowd following. At tho city 
prison Raines was wiped off and rubbed 
down and sent on his way. 

There was a large attendance at the 
sand lots to-day, probably six thousand 
persons being present. A little disturb- 
ance arose at the outset, Barbour, tho 
new Vice-President, was a few minutes 
late, and Wellock came forward to call 
tho meeting to order. Some men on 
the stand protested rather noisily 
against this, in which example they 
were followed by a portion , of, the 
crowd. During the rumpus BarlDour 
appeared and called the meeting to 
order and began speaking. The dis- 
turbance on the stand continuing, some 
of tbe noisiest were thrown off and 
hustled away by the crowd.
